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Remarks :

As such, the amendments that were made to the claims 
in that Amendment, are now being made again in the present response.

Summary of the Amendments 

The present application now contains 98 claims. 

Claims 31-33, 44-47, 54-57, 62-65, 70-73, 75, 76, 79-81, 86-88, 91, 92, 95-97, 99, 105, 
110, 116, 117, 121, 133, 137 and 146-155 are unchanged. 

Claims 1-29, 34-42 and 48-52 were previously cancelled. 

Claims 30, 43, 53, 59, 60, 61, 67-69, 74, 77, 78, 82, 83, 85, 89, 90, 93, 94, 98, 104, 106, 
107-109, 112-115, 119, 120, 122-124, 127, 129, 130-132, 135 and 145 have been amended in 
order to better define the subject matter claimed. It is not believed that a new search is required 
in light of these amendments. 

New claims 159-164 have been added to the present application. Applicants respectfully 
submit that support for new claims 159-164 exists in the application as filed and that no new 
matter has been added to the present application. 

Claims 58, 66, 111, 118, 125, 126, 128, 134, 136, 138-144 and 156-158 have been 
cancelled in the present response. Applicants reserve the right to pursue protection for these 
claims in a separate application. 

Allowable subject matter 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the Examiner's allowance of claims 30-33, 43-46, 53- 
83, 85-99, 104-137 and 145-155, as indicated on page 6 of the Office Action. 

Although minor amendments have been made to certain of these claims in the present 
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response, Applicants respectfully submit that these amendments should not affect the 
allowability of these claims. 

Summary of Rejection and Reply 

In the Office Action, claims 138-144 and 156-158 were rejected under 35 USC §103(a) 
as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 5,729,210 (hereafter to be referred to as Kiriyama) in 
view of Sklar "Digital Communications Fundamentals and Applications". 

Applicants respectfully submit that claims 138-144 and 156-158 have been cancelled 
from the present application, thereby rendering the Examiner's rejection moot.
